ALL MEAT AND NO VEGETA- 
BLES MAKE AN ADEQUATE 
DIET. 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson, who de- 
bunked 
explorer, Andersen, have recently 
completed a year of life in the United 
States on’ an exclusive meat diet, 
under observation of competent nu- 
trition specialists. Knowing from 
his experience in the arctic how this 
zil-meat diet works. Stefansson pre- 
dicted that he would be ill in a few 
days when the diet started, and sure 
enough, by the evening of the second 
day he was nauseated, lethargic and 
weak in the knees, just as he had 
been when compelled to subsist on an 
all-meat diet in the arctic. The third 
day these symptome were intensified 
and a diarrhea developed. ‘This was 
all due to the pure lean meat diet. 
The fourth day some fat was added, 
and on lean meat plus fat in tasteful 
quantities Stefansson recovered his 
usual good health in. two days. In 
the first 10 days of the meat-pTus-fat 
diet he lost about four pounds in 
weight, and after the diarrhea stopped 


‘there was stubborn constipation and 
'a craving for calves’ brains and ba- 
| con. 
‘resulted in a cOuple days of nausea 


Too a indulgence in these, 


and diarrhea. ‘Then an adjustment 
of the proportions of lean and fat 
meat brought about a normal state 
of the digestion and iutestinal ac- 
tivity. 

Anderson lost five pounds in the 
first week on lean-fat meat, and then 
began to gain steadily, and within 
two months had reached his original 
normal weight. He suffered no up- 
sets like Stefansson’s in the 


for several days on alé lean and no 
fat, in order that the doctors might 


'observe the effects on metabolism. 


Stefansson traveled about the coun- 
try during the winter. I met him in 
the course of the second month of 
his experiment. He seemed: as com- 
fortable and as fit as though he had 
just stowed away a plateful of taters, 
bread and ice cream. I asked him 
how.he would like a nice mess of raw 
frégen. fish, and he asked me how I 
would like a plate of choice bluepoints 
on the shell: he believed if he could 
cet raw frozen fish here like that in 
the arctic he would enjoy it. 

In the entire year on the exclusive 
meat diet Stefansson lost 51-2 
pounds, some_of which he considered 
excessive weight; and Andersen lost 
6 pounds. Both men averaged over 
2,600 calories a day; 2.100 calories in 
the form of fat and 540 calories in 
the form of protein; they received 
not over 40 or 50 calories daily in 
the carbohydrate in meat. Stefans- 
son’s blood pressure remained ngr- 
mal for him all the year; Andersens 
was a trifle high at the beginning 
and about that of a healthy youth at 
i'e end of the year. Both men led 
sedentary lives: neither felt any in- 
dicatio# of decreased physical or men- 
tal vigor. Andersen believed he stood 
last summer's heat better than 
does ordinarily on a mixed diet. Both 
men appeared ruddy at the end of the 
experiment. Andersen reported that 
his hair had stopped falling out 
shortly after the meat diet was start- 
ed. Dentists watching both subjects 
noted no deterioration of the teeth, 
but there was an increased tartar de- 
posit on Stefansson’s teeth. Both 
men noticed no change in the bowel 
function. In both cases there was 
observed little or no putrefaction and 
no gas formation in the intestine. 

Stefansson craved no salt; Ander- 


sen took very little with this food. 


Water. coffee and black tea were the

Each man took an aver- 
age of three pint« of finid daily. 
Stefansson sometimes took eggs when

England’s world leadership 1n- 
dustrially and financially began with 
the use of machinery to manufac- 
ture goods to be sent all over the 
world from widely purchased raw 
materials. This was the beginning 
of England's enormous foreign trade. 

In developing her foreign trade dur- 
ing this period, England naturally ac- 
cumulated a lot of foreign securities, 
Foreign securities were purchased with 
the proceeds used to pay for goods 
bought in England. England’s wealth 
at the beginning of the machinery age 
increased rapidly. ‘There were ship- 
ping and insurance profits on the raw 
soods brought in; profits’ on the fi- 
nancing and manufacture of these raw 
materials into finished products; more

Natural Outgrowth. 
Development of the investment trust 
calling for expert judgment was the 
natural outgrowth of the steadily in- 
creasing British holdings of foreign 
securities and the ignorance of the 


> 
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average British investor regarding the 
real value of foreign securities. Bank- 
ers, lawyers, industrial and financial 
leaders were the organizers of the in- 
vestment trusts in England which 
bought foreign securities and then sold 
their own stock to the public with 
this stock secured by deposit of the 
foreign securities purchased. A num- 
ber of investment trusts were in ex- 
istence in England before the outbreak 
of our Civil War in this country. 
It was in the 70’s and 80’s, however, 
before the rapid growth of invest- 
ment trusts in England really got un- 
der way. 


What happened during the develop- 


ment of the investment trust in Eng- 
land was perfectly natural. irst, 
good securities were purchased by 
the investment: trusts for income re- 
turn. Then, with the interest of the 
big outside public in investment trusts 
rapidly increasing, second rate securi- 
ties were acquired and at a high price 
level because of the prolonged bull 
stock market starting after the end- 
ing of the Napoleonic War and with 
the beginning of the machinery age. 


This was the situation when the 
Baring failure occurred in J The 
private banking firm of Baring Bros. 
& Company, known the world over, 
was not heavily interested in invest- 
ment trusts, but it was heavily in- 
terested in foreign financing. It was 
m crisis in the Argentine credit sit- 
uation that started the trouble. Bar- 
ing Bros. had been heavily involved 
in Argentine financing. Argentina 
was over-extended because of too much 
credit. Then our panic of 1893 broke 
out on top of the Baring failure. 


All foreign securities held 
in England got a black eye. Natu- 
rally, under such conditions invest- 
ment trusts in England suffered. The 
death rate of investment trusts in 
what then happened was high. Many 
investment trusts that lived were 
taken over by stronger ones. 


Learned Her Lesson. 
England, during that period, learned 
her desson in investment trusts. On 


a reorganized basis the surviving in- 
vestment trusts in England became 
the backbone of the British situation 
when the World War broke out in 
1914. Between $3,000,000,000 and 

,000,000, of our securities were 
then held abroad, many of them by the 
English investment trusts. But for 


the large mobilized holdings of our 


securities by the British investment 
trusts, it would not have been pos- 
sible to have turned American securi- 
ties over to the British government 
taking in exchange British government 
war bonds with the British” govern- 
ment subsequently bringing about or- 
derly liquidation of American sécuri- 
ties on this market. The English 
investment trusts are now out of war 
bonds and back into solid world in- 
vestment securities, purchased 
their straight income return. 


There are two classes in our newly- 
formed investment trusts, one follow- 
ing the English plan of buying good 
securities for their straight income 
return and whatever appreciation in 
principal that might follow. the other 
trading in and out of the stock mar- 
ket for profits. In the class last 
named, some are restricted by charter

ters as broad as all outdoors, giving 
unlimited powers to buy or sell short 
in the stock market, These are the 
ones called by informed Wall Street 
“blind pools.”

‘When the stock market 
does turn, however, investment trusts 
will act exactly as individuals in try-

The decision handed down by the 
supreme court in the St. Louis and 
O’Fallon case, combined with the large 
increase in traffic during the current 
year, has placed the railroads in the 
most favorable position in years. 

Freight carloadings are continually 
making new high records, many of 
the roads doing the largest business 
in their history. This expansion will 
probably continue during the fall, due 
to heavy shipments of grain.

may be smailer than last year, the 
higher prices received for the crops 
will increase the purchasing power of 
the farmers and result in large ship- 
ments of miscellaneous freight, thus 
offsetting any loss in crop tonnage.

Reclaimed Waste M aterial 
Factor in Nation’s Wealth 
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Conservation of waste materials 
a be’ of more corncern to the 

sople of the south, says G. KE. Lut- 
trell, local manager of the Knight- 
Luttrell Company, 072 Avon avenue, 
Ss. W. 

“No matter where we travel,” he 
says,” we see great quantities of uld 
iron or broken parts of machinery 
and cars and especially is this so in 
| the southeast, not only in the cities 
but also out around the barns and ga- 


races in the rural sections. 

“There is a market and a good: de- 
mand for every pound of waste mate- 
rial at this time,” continued Mr. Lut- 
trell, “and the man, woman, boy or 
girl ‘that will gather up any amount 
of waste not only will be helping 
themselves, but also be adding to the 
material wealth of their country. 


“There are two reasons why pru- 
| dent people should lend their support 
their encouragement to the gath- 
ering up of waste materials. 
first is, should no mvore waste mate- 
rials be gathered up for three years 
the prices of many commodities and 
useful articles now in use by the 
American people would jump very 
high in price, yet there might not be 
any better profits made by ‘the manu- 
facturers, wholesalers, or retailers of 
these same articles. 

Turned Into Cash. 

“The second reason is that if a 
more general gathering up of waste 
materials is done by those that need 
money or encouraged by those whe 
have to extend credit or help some 
one else, these same materials can. be 
passed on to those who are in posi- 
tion to pay cash for them and be 
sent to the various manufacturers 
that are pleased to get them. ‘Then 
the prices of many commodities will 
not 
material costs and _ in 
devices be brought out if their basie 
material would cost less. 

“Here again is a fact ox ¥ known 
to the average citizen. That}is, if a 
certain amount of old broken scrap 
iron is mixed with new pig iron it 
makes better, harder and _ brighter 
stoves than if the same stoves were 
made of all new iron. The reason 
why this is se is that the old iron 
has -been melted one or more times 
more than the new iron and will con- 
tain less impurities and have a great- 
er heat resisting strength. 

“What applies to metals generally 
applies to rubber. Only for the fact 
that great quantities of rubber are be- 
ing reclaimed, the prices of tires, 
tubes rubber heels, soles and various 
otherearticles made of rubber would

“It stands to reason then that if 
tw- of the most iniportant basic ma- 
terials,’ metals and rubber, that play 
such an important part im the daily 
lives of the American citizens, is not 
conserved through the aid of reclaim- 
ing a larger percentage than hereto- 
fore, the production of new metals 
and rubber will not keep up with the 
e,er-increasing population of this 
country. 

Suggestions to Organization. 

“We would like to make this sug- 
~_stion to every firm, family, indivi- 
dual, church, Sunday school, frater- 
nal lodge, labor union or othef body 
that needs money, to appoint. some 
member that has a car or truck to 
gather up the waste materials as 
pointed eut by the rest.of the body 
and bring them in to us and you will 
receive the highest prices prevailing 
each day and you will also be agree- 
ably surprised, how quickly you can 
raise a substantial sum of money in 
this way. 

“Serap materials are like good 
money crop, the more you have of it 
the more money you can put in the 
bank, but if you do not take the trou- 
ble to gather it up and put it in the 
hands of some one who knows what 
to do with it, then you are the loser, 


and in some cases this may be quite 


a large sum of money. 

“We also know that it is not al- 
ways convenient for some people to 
bring ‘waste materials, initio us, yet 
many women who can get a little help 
in putting broken or discarded metals, 
old batteries, worn out radiators, 
tubes and tires in their cars, drive by 
our storage warehouse and our men 
lift these waste materials out. All 
receive kind, courteous 
treatment. 

“To the small dealers and contrae- 
fors we say get in tonch with us we 
will take every pound you have got 
or can get. We are in touch with 
the markets of the world and much of 
the hard stock you now hay on hand

Wholesale, Retail Trade 
Revival Marked Past Week 
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New York, September 15.—(P)— 
The past week in business and in- 
dustry saw a marked revival in whole- 
sale and retail trade and an accelera- 
tion of activity in the lighter manu- 
facturing lines. The heavy industries 
remained rather quiet, although main- 
taining operations at a somewhat 
higher level than last year at this 
time, and definite evidence of autumn 
trends in this group failed to appear. 

The cool weather gave renewed 
stimulus to retail buying in such in- 
dustries as radio, clothing and jewelry 
began to spread in preparation for 
the early winter and holiday. trade. 
Freight ear loadings, as reported for 
the last week of August, set still an- 
other new high record for the period, 
giving further evidence of a heavy 
distribution of goods. 

In the steel industry, an unexpect- 
edly disappointing showing was made 
by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion’s report of unfilled tonnage as 
of August 31, showing a decline of 
nearly 430,000 tons from the total 
.t the end of July. This reduced the 
total of unfilled orders close to the 
level at the end of August a year ago. 
') : fact that August has usually been 
a month of increasing buying in basic 
industry caused: some misgivings, al- 
though it was pointed out that the 
exceptionally high rate of production 
maintained through the summer could 
hardly be expected to have had any 
other effect than an eventual substan- 
tial curtailment of accumulated or- 


' ders. 


Whether the drop in August reflect- 
ed a later than usual seasohal de- 
cline, or previous buying against fu- 
ture needs by consumers remains to 
be seen, On the whole, the steel trade 
remained fairly optimistic, although-a 
sag in steel scsap prices was not re- 
garded as a good sign. Renewed buy- 
ing by the railroads is confidently 
expected during the next few weeks, 
and an upturn in automolile output, 
once plants get into production of 
new models, is hoped for. Some mod- 
erate Increase in activity was report- 


'erude oil production, 


of steel in the Youngstown area was 
reported as a little better at the end 
of the week. 


Factors causing some uncertainty 
as to the outlook were further- wide 
declines in building activity, and the 
credit situation. The latest federal 
reserve condition statements showed 
turther buying of aceeptances, and 
bankers felt that if the reserve system 
continues to liberate credit at. the 
present rate, no serious credit situa- 
tion may be expected. Brokers’ loans, 
however, continued to mount, offer- 
ing of securities of new investment 
trusts went forward at a_ feverish 
rate, and it was feared that reserve 
officials may feel constrained to take 
further measures to curtail the flow 
of credit into speculation. 

A moderate decline was reported in

leum industry felt more optimistic 
over the problem of eventual control 
of production.

Sterilizing the cotton, felt or other 
material in a mattress kills all odors 
and parasites, and then the materia! 


is run through a cotton gin with 
its many saws téaring the hard lumps 
into countless little particles and then 
through a powerful blower. All the 
dust is blown out of the cotton or feit 
and it then looks just like new. 
Krom-the gins and dust blowers the 
now clean material goes to the felt- 
ing machine. The one in this plant 
is the first of its kind put in opera- 
tion in the south.

ANSWER. 

The referee rules that a 
safety has been made and Mis- 
souri gets two points. The 
ball is brought out to lIowa’s 
twenty-yard line where it is 
put into play by a kick exact- 
ly the same as if a fair catch 
had been made at that point. 
The kick may be a punt, drop 
kick or place kick and Mis- 
souri is held back to a restrain- 
ing point ten yards in advance.
